is , that Bethlem Gaber Prince 
of Trenſilzania vnderſtanding 
of the troubleſome ſtate-of 
Bohemia , and of the adiacent 
S Prouinces his confederates, 

witha great Army that he had gathered about 
Clandiaple , made an inrode. into. the higher 
Hung aria,taking along with him eighteene pei- 
ces, of great Ordinance : with ths his vnex- 
peoed comming;he preſently obtained of the 
obilitie, whom hee had madeafraide, and 
Do poſſeſſed theſe places, that they ſhould 
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joyne with him. But he conſtrained Hamanels 
(who for awhile reſiſted him, yer nor being of 
ſufficient ſtrength to hold our, ) to depart into 
Poionid, | | | 
 Thenfortkotaking in'of Caſpuie, Rede, and 
Serſ.h, Coronels being ſent by Rerhiem Gabor 
Prince of 7ranſiinanie withan Army, required 
tharthe Captaine ,whowas within the Ciric 
Dor: ſhould begelivercdintatheir power, this 
threatpingbcingagded,- that except hee aliue 
wcre permitted vntothem, they would ſpare 
neither infants nor ſucking babes. Who there- 
forc recciuing him into their power, diſrobed 
and mocked him, and ſo ſent him into Tranſyt- 
vania, The Citie it ſelfe when ir could nor 
reuaile againſt this force, and knew of no 
hike ypon deliberation had, yeclded vnto 
the forces of Berblew Gaber Prince of Tran 
fuania ; taking an oath ro him and to the 
States of Hwngary, vpon the fift of September, 
great terror was throughovutall Hengary vpon 
this ijourneyand inrode, the Lorlqy5 and other 
Ecclcfiaſticall perſons, becauſe they ſawe Mo-

The Emperour aftcr the Coronation de-

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rember, c: me to Awbarg _ the eighteenth 
- of September,ard there raking anoath ſet for- 
ward tocAtonach and to Greter ; | 
Bu: quey inthe meane ſpece after he had ta» 
ken in P:ſſec in Fohrmia,appointed to march to- 
wards ! habor : bur being preuented by the Bo- 
hcmians,' hee pitched his Campe at Meronits, 
Thether alſo'rhe Bobemians followed him, 
oppoling their C2mpe vmto his, and obſeruing 
all his endeauobrs : whereupon ſundry times 
they fought, and when-vpon the fourth of 
September, atroupe of Spaniards went ſome- 
what too farre from the Campe, 'they fallin 
yponthe Bohemians, loſt about fiue faded 
Souldiers. 
Ar what time Bacqeoy had receiued inteligence 
that Feydrnande was eleted Empetour, mm the 
nighe that followed the ſeuenth day of Sep- 
tcmber, he ſet his Army inarray, thrice ſhoo- 
ting of all his Ordinanceand Gunnes, in ſigne 
of ioy.; bur the Bohemians, who were igro- 
rant of this thing, all the night ſtanding in bar- 
tlearay , expected what might befall. Both 
ſides kept themſelues within their campes, vn- 
eill of a. ſudden. Bacqney recciuedia-meſlage 
fromthe Arch-Duke- Lropo/d, whereby hee 
was. admoniſhed of the vnexpected entric of 
Bethiem Gaber Prince of 7 ranfilnanca into Hun- 
gary, and was commaunded to lead his Army 


tnto 


parting from Franck/or: vpon the eighrof Sep- 
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into lower Auftris, and there tofortifie the ca- 
fles and chiefe townes. But before hee wene 


out of Bohemia, he aſſaulted the caſtle Roſenberg, 


Pen to Sugyberg,and taking it, ſent away 
the Souldiers with bagge and baggage. A Gar- 
riſon being put therein, hee departed with his 
Army out of the Kiagdome, and ſtopped vp 
all the paſſages wk the Bohemians might 
followe after him, who were conftrainied! by 
going about to goeto helpe the Morauians, af- 
ter they had heard of the warre there. After 
his departure the Bohemians ſent part of their 
Army torecouer Beokin, which-towne Bucquoy 
had taken inyponthethirteenthof Asge#,and 
by enforcing open a gate through an engine, 
they tooke it , the Garriſon Souldiers for the 
moſt part being laine, and the Captaine and 
the Ancient being ſentto Progue. 

After they recoucred Thine by compoſiti- 
on , which towne Bucquey had taken invpon 
the ſeuenteenth of Awugaf, On the other {ide 
T.empir tooke Landebarg with no ſtnall loſſe of 
his owne men. | 

Afﬀaires being framed at Csſſoze according to 
the deſire of Bethlens Gaber Prince of Tranſilua- 
4, and moſt of the cities , for Myne bein 
bound to him by oath , Satch and Rede with 
cighteenethouſand ſouldiers ſtrong, and with 
two great pieces entredypon all places round 
about, andalſo vpon Fillee. Thence heewrotos 


ro 


to theadioyning cities, that they ſhould not 
reſiſt, butthar willingly they ſhould admir the 
goucrnment of the Tranſiluanians, affirming 
that this iourncy was made with the fore- 
knowledge and conſent of the Chriſtian 
States, and threatning all extremutics to thoſe 
that reſiſted. | 

This Proclamation being recciued , they 
ſubdued very many cities and caſtles ; namely 
F accium, Tirnane, Nentre, Novigrade, Poſiing and 
ethers, the Herduckes of larmnth apprehending 
their owne Captaine,and deliuering him vpto 
their power, with the Forr, 

Afterwards Newhouſe was taken in, and the 
Goucrnour of the Garriſon ſouldiers being 
bound in fetters,and depriued of all his mouc- 
ables, was ſent to Cafſove : where alittle before, 
namely vpon the firſt of September the Tran- 
frluanians triumphed with ſo great diſchar- 
ging of Ordinance, that the noyle thereof 
reached vnro Comorch , which Fort, as alſo /ar- 
ri haue abode conſtant in their loyaltic to- 
wards the Emperour, although the Tranſilua- 
nians had poſſefſed the Ie, and ſo had opened 
a paſſage for themſelyes ro other places. 

When the Polarine P.Eleftorwas certified of 
his eleEtion made by the States of Bohemz ar hee 
1dged not raſhly to aduenturethercon , not 
being jenorant with how great moleſtations, 
Cares, Jabours and daungers this dignitie ey 
ioyned, 
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ioyned, therefore he beganne to call this bufi- 


neſſe intodeliberation, and to conſult thereof 
with Princes and States who wereallied ynto 
him by kindredand acquaintance , :and com- 
maunded that publicke prayer ſhould be made 
wpon certainedaycs through his whole coun; 
rey. 

Ar length hee being mooued with certaine 
reaſons,thought it fit to obey the will of God. 
and his vocation. Therefore the affaires in the 
Palatinefhip being ſer in order, and the politi- 
call gouerament being committed to lobn Bi- 
pons, and matters of warre being referred to: 
John Naſſawe the elder,with the Princefſe,with 
his children , and with his whole houſc hee 
went to .Amberg. 

They of Brafiles were ſaide about this time 
to be centred into ſedition, becauſe of exaQti- 
ons , andof publicke impoſitions : bur the 
mulricudes of Spanifh ſouldiers gathering 
head quieted them, | 

Bucquoy vpon his forfaking of Bebewie,tooke 
in Horne a towne of lower _ftric, and placed 
a Garriſon therein : but after obſcruing that 


it could not bee retained, the Garriſon being 


called away, vpon the fift of 0Fober hee 
came tO-Rere, and after to Swawe a towne itt 
Avrauis, with nine thouſand horſe and foote, 
and preſently with greatim itie deman- 
ded chat their towne ſhould bee deliuered _— 

ut 
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But when the Garriſon', theſe threatnings be- 
ing negleted , prepared for defence , and 
knewe that twelue thouſand Hungarians and 
Tranſiluanians were ready at hand , hee raiſed 
the Campe and departed , to ioync himſclfe 
with T ampiey, 

In the meane ſpace the Tranfiluanians drew 
neare, and ioyned themſelues with the Bohe- 
mian and Morauian Campe. This bceing 
knowne , ſome enſignes of the Hungarians 
who were vnderTampier , leauing his Campe 
reuoulted tothe Tranfiluanians. When there- 
fore Twren ſawe that his Army was augmen- 
ted with the Hungarians and Tranfiluanians 
ro be about twentie ſixe thouſand, vpon deli- 
beration with Rede hee determined to meete 
and to fight with g»cquey and Tampier. Bur for 
to try their ſtrength 7:mpey ſent foorth three 
Companies , which for the moſt part were 
Qaine by the Hungarians, Whereupon zuc- 
goo? ſeeing himſelfe roo weake , the former 

tion being lefr, pitched his campe at the ou- 
ter bridge of Danwow , whither 7zeopeld the 
Arch-Duke came from Yienne to view the Ar- 
my. Butthe enemy with great fury purſuing 
the rereward put to flight, fiue hundred of the 
Tampiers company. 

Bur preſently the Bohemians comming 
forward, and the Mountaine and the next 
Wood being poſſeſſed, they drew nearer and 
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nearer towards them. Leopold prefwaded Bur. 
quoy tO fight, and to try the very cxtremity : 
bur he refuſing the counſell that was ioyned 
with very great why , kept himſclfe in the 
campe :. bur yet the Archduke being returned 
into the cittie, the Battle beganne abont eue- 
ning, and was continucd yntll about mid- 
night, the Artilerie- on both ſides being dif- 
charged, wich no ſmall lofſe vpon both ſides, 

Thencxrday, when for a thicke miſt they 
couldnor lookeabour,and when they thought 
that the Bohemians were retired, to paſſe ouer 
Danow at Fiſcher, and with their.campe to pol(- 
ſeſſe the other ſide of. the Riuer, Bucquoy ſtnr 
his Sovldiers to. ſtop thar paſſage. Bur after 
the miſt breaking vp, when they who were in 
the Vauntgard had already gotten ouer the 
Bridge with many Gunnes, and the Rerewa-d 
was yet inthe campeat the Bridge, the Bohc- 
mians in great number comming vpon them, 
endeauourcd to take the bridge from them. 
Whereupon a great fight was made, and a 
great company on both fides were flaine with 
the often ſhooting of Gunnes, The greatcſt 
lofle fell our in the campe of B«cqs+y, three 
barrels of Gunpowder being fired by negli- 
gence of ſouldiers, which. not onely killed 
many but cauſed thoſe that were ſcorched in 
quenching the fire, to bec drowned in Da- 
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Bucquoy, Dampier, and other captaires dili- 
gently encouraged their ſouldiersto fight,ard 
ſ: ſtzined the Enemy vntill night, which com- 
ming on, when they ſaw that the fort raiſcd 
before the Bridge was aſſaulted, with great 
courage they tooke thence the Garriſon, 0- 
uerthrew the bridge, and ſo berooke them- 
ſclues roreſt, Whileſt the skirmiſh laſted, the 
Hungarians that yet remained in the campe of 
Dampeerthe carriages which they were ſet to 
keepe, bring ranfacked and fired betook them- 
ſclues to ftight.. The numberthat were ſlaine 
was vncertaine, for the wounded the next 
day in many waines were carried to Frenna, 
who afterwards dyed in great number, Buc- 

voy himſelfe was wounded in thearme with a 
ballee, and his chicfe Colonel was wounded 
thrice, but dyed not. 

Bethlem Gaby Prince of Trenfiluania, in the 
meane ſpace with a great army that he condu- 
Red went towards Poſon, androoke the Caſtle 
of Perrencl by force, which he raſed, This ru- 
mour comming to Fiexna, three corpanies 
of Souldiers with three brazen pieces being 
ſhipped were ſent into Poſs, and entred into 
the ſuburbs vpon the thirteenth of October. 
This night was very tempeſtuous; therefore 
the ſranſiivanant, fr res them fearing 
no ſuchrhing, a putto flight a great part of 
theſe ſouldiers, their captaine 7 zeſenbach with 
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a fewe efcaping by flight. The Suburb being 
taken, B-thlew Gabe Prince of Trenfi/nanias com- 
maunded the Prince Pa/atize to an{were him, 
whether h-e would defend the citie and the 
caſtle, or that he ſhould yeelde without force, 
certaine dayes bcing permitted for deliberati- 
on, who taking aduice with Palſe and with o- 
thers of the Nobilitic, when hee could doc 
noneother, determined to yeelde. There- 
fore the citic being taken in , the Prince of 
Treafileanis commandcd that a Sermon ſhould 
bee made in the Cathedrall Church vpon the 
ewenty of 0#-ber, and thence paſsing into the 
caſtle viewed the Crowne of Hengary, and the 
other ornaments of the Kingdome,and retur- 
ning into the citie entertained the Prince Pals- 
#ne and other Nobles to dinner. 
. In the meane ſpace the Palative P. Eletor 
the cleed K. of Bohemia departing from 4m- 
berg.came to Waltſachs,where the Embaſſadors 
of the Prouinces vnitcd into Bohewis , met 
him, with cighteene coaches : thence they 
went to Egra, thence to Fa/queneve and to Sevs, 
and fo to other places with the gratularion 
andioy of all citizens, vntillat length he came 
to Pregwe, into which he entred with very great 
pompe, andalittle after was preſent in their 
Parlcament. 
Erneſt Count eMansfield that he might reco- 
ver places taken in by Bucquey, vponthe three 


and 
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and twentith of 0ober went with his Souldi- 
ers to Winterburg , and preſently a Fort and the 
chappell being taken/that was builded ynder 
the caſtle, he exhorted the Captaine to yeelde, 
and when hee faide hee would rather looſe his 
life then gratifie his enemy : the Count batte- 
ring the gatc entred,and ſlewe all the Garriſon, 
excepta fewe Priſoners. 

This being done , other townes and places 
yeclded of their owne accord, their garriſons 
paſsing to Budwitz. Thence the Count goin 
to Pragadit, and finding the garriſon to reſi 
with great violence tooke the towne and flewe 
themall vpon the twenty foure of 0Fober. 

Herman Frence, a garriſon being left in 7 he- 
bor, went with his Army towards Wedien, and 
knowing that the captaine of this towne was 
not furnifhed with a ſufficient guard, and that 
ewo Noble men of Bohemia, who had hitherto 
ſeruced vnderthe Emperour , were gone into 
this towne, all paſſages being beſieged, tooke 
order to beate all the ſouldiers from the row- 
ers and walles, and to burſt opena gate , bur 
throgh valiant reſiſtance of the garriſon could 
doe no good, vntill the next day a Trumpetour 
being ſent, the Captaine coucnanted to depart: 
which Frence willingly permitted ; yer fo thar 
they ſhoulddeliuerthe rwo Noble-men,who, 
the rowne being taken in,were carried and pur 


iato the tower at Proge : where in the meane 
ſeaſon 
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ſcaſon Fredericks P. Elector Palatine was crow - 


ned King of Bohemia,in Nowember : andinthe 
fame moneth Elizabeth his wife, Princeſſc of 
Great Brita's was crowned Queene. 

Atthis time in * rence Conae was [ct at liber- 
tic, and ſome perſwaded, that neither fide of 
the Germans was to be holpen, becauſe France 
had receiucd no ſmall profit from the Princes 
thereof, 

Great calamity did nowalſo oppreſſe lower 
Auſtria , the ſouldiers on cuery ft1de mectin 
there,and wonderfully cxaſperating this mil- 
chicfe,bur the inhabitants in great- number 
with their wiues and children fled to other 
places. 

Art Yienn«the ſouldiers of zucquey , and of 
Daewprer waſted the villages and other townes, 
that no profit mightthenceredound to the e- 
nemy, inſomuch tharvicuals encreaſed ſtill 
their price at Yiewne; furthermore from high- 
cr Anſtri« an Army was ſent vnder the Gene- 
rall Sterenberg, who png to both 
the bankes of Daneow , by waſting and taking 
in thevillages and townes that appertained to 
the Cathelickes : butthey commaunding the 
Monaſtery of + s/queto ycelde , and not be- 
ing obeyed fired the towne, and aſfulted the 

e, vntill they were hindered by fowle 
weather. 
Bucquoy and Dampier vnderſtanding that the 
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Mengariant at Poſon,paſsing ouer Davew had put 
to flight Hainburz the Coronell in open warre, 
thonght fizto ſuccour him with ſome certaine 
thouſands , and with fixe hundred barded 
horſe. 

Therefore they ioyning battle, many were 
Nine on both ſides, and 3#cquoy was ſtricken 
on his Armour with a ſhort ſword, ard very 
many were wounded, who were afterwards 
carriedto Yienna: butathouſand and fix hun- 
dred of the troopes of pucquoy paſſed away ta 
the Hungarians their countrey-men. 

Vpon the moneth of November the Protc- 
ſtants aſſembled a Parlement at Norimbere, 
where the King of gohemria , and many other 
great Princes met, and gaueanſwere tothe 
Embaſſadours ofthe Emperour : who, vpon 
the twenty foure of November came from 
Greatz. tO Y:enna,where hec was Chtertained by 
Leorold the Arch-Duke. 

Cavifen a certaine Captaine of the Bohemi- | 
an forces comming with fonre thouſand to | 
Creames, opened one gate with Artillery, and | 
theother with fire : but yet could nor takethe | 
citie becauſe of the Port-cvllis : nor onely the | 
ſouldiers,but alſo the women powred ſcalding : 

liquor, and pirch-barrels vpontheir heads, ſo i þ

that they were conſtrained to retire with the 
loſſe of ſome two hundred. 

After this there came from (2117ain ouer 
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the Alpes through Helurtia into the Biſhop- 
ricke of Pſſawe,abour cight thouſand ſoulCicrs 


ſtrong, and markes of greateſt cruelite being. 


Icft there, when they could not paſſe into high- 
er Auſtriz, becauſe that all the paſſages were 
ſtopped by the countrey people, ſome of them 
paſſcd rowards Buawn in Bohuma, vnder Co- 
ronell B/thaſar. 

The Emperour being come into Yienna, the 
Hungarians and Bohemians in great number 
marched towards N:ſc her, and thence towards 
Viewna by Eberſdorfe, which they rooke in, ſen- 
ding the garriſon to Yienns, and (o ſpoiled all 
the villages and townes , not withour' great 
flaughter. 

Thereupon the eountrey people in great 
companies came into Yienns, and made victu- 
als exceeding deare. Twrren and BRethlem Gaber, 
Prince of Tranfjlnania, who had beſieged the 
citie; affirming for certain,rthat if the conſorts 
of their Religion had not becne therein, they 
would haue conſtrained them to haue yeelded 

h famine, 


In the meane ſpace Hamanrie with cight. 
thoufand Polonians-to trie his deſtinic , made 


an inrode into-Hwngary : but by Kagors, whom 
the Prince of 1 ranſi/aan had left at Caſſove, he 
being ſubdued loſt a company of his ſouldi- 
ers. 


Thereupon ioyning forces with Redulen,and 


Count 
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Count Althem, having ten thouſand ſouldiers, 
hee againe marched againſt him. A great bat- 
rlcb2ing fought and continucd all night long, 
ſome three thouſand were flaine vpon boch 
des. 

Then the Polonians departing and counter- 
fcicing flight, preſently the Hungarian foore 
fell vpon the ſpoile : but they were for the 
moſt part flaine by the Polonians, who rerur- 
ned againe, and the Hungarian horſe ficd. R-

Neuertheleſſe the Prince of Tran/luenia vn- 
derſtanding of this ſlaughter,cecaſcd to beftege 
Yienna(Rede being ſent with part of the Army 
into vpper Hungerie,) and returned to Poſor.

Vpon the ſixteenth of December lohn-Chayles 
the elder ſonne of the Emperor dycd at Greats. - 

Inthe racane ſpace at Prague, by the com- 
mandement of the King of Bohema, being rc- 
turned from the Parliament of Noremberg Ima- 
ges and Statues, with all Altars were remoucd 
from the Cathedrall Church of the Towcr, 
the Kings Chaplaine making a Scrmon, and 
laying downe the cauſe of that buſineſle a- 
monglt others, becauſe the King could no 
longer for his conſcience beareIdolatric inhis 
ſighr. 

” Alſothe King vpon inquifition made, in- 
ro the corners of Rogues and of Whootes, 
commanded the Citic to be purgcd from all 
filthyneſſe and diſhoneſty, and that an Hoſpi- 
call -v_s bee builded for the poore and 
aged, 

I Vponthe twenty feuenth of December a 
Sonne was borneto the King of Bohemia, for 
which cauſe, congratulation was made by the 
Officers, and prayers were made to God. 

Onthe other ſidc, no ſmall helpe was dc- 
creed to the Emperour by the King of Sparne, 
andthe Pope commanded no {mall contributi- 
on to- Spiriruall and Eccleſtaſticall perſons 
through /ralie, Spaine, Brabant, Flanders and 0- 
ther prouinces,

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The prince FleQtor of Sexonie is ſ2id to be 
Neuter, andonely preparcth to defend lum- 
ſelfe. 

Burquey making an inrode towzerds vpper 
Auſiria, tooke p/n, a towne that was deſtitute 
of Garriſon. But before his comming, 1cr:n- 
berg, the chiefe Generall of this prouince(rhg 
fiedge of the Monaſtery Moique being raiſed) 
returncd tothe limits with his Army, to wair 
for the coming of pucquo.In the meane ſeaſon, 
thecountrie people led with thezeale ofRe- 
ligion', killed and put to flight the Italians 
that remained of the army of 3althafar, who 
made inroades tromthe _—_ patt. But Car- 
pezana Colonell of the Bohemians tooke and 
raſed Gotvien, the moſt ſtrong Monaſtery of 
Lower 4«ſtriz. 

Hitherto a great number of Horſe and 
Foote w:s$gatheredfor the Emperour, and for 
the prince of Bavarzs, in the Territories. of 
Colen,and in theadioynng countries, For rhe 
hindring of theſe expeditions, the States of 
the vnited provinces of the Low Countries; 
writing once or twice to the Eleors of Co/en 
and Triers,cxhorted them largely to maintaine 


the league, and not to permit any thing to be ® 


done againſttheir confederates ; but moſt c- 
ſpecially, nor againſt the prince Pa/arme Elc- 
Qor, except they would hauc the ſzme to be 
alſo donc in their provinces, |

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Part of this Army ſet forward vnder the 
ouernment of Count Le vvien, and of the Co- 
Load Lantybrr2er, who when they could not 
obcaine paſſage through Haſfa, and through 
the countie of Naffawe, they iourning through 
FVererave paſſed into Francenia, and there with 
great diſcommodity of the Herbipolenſians, be- 
cauſe the Army ofthe vnited Princes & States 
oppoſed ; they were conſtrained to abide 
there ſome cer-aine weeks, They were about 
foure thouſand, whom,ſo many others follow- 
cedalittleafcer. Butthe !ſenburgenſians,and the 
Hanoz1ans oppoling,and not willing in any ſort 
to permir paſſage, they were conſtrained to fe- 
turne the way thatthey came, and in very cold 
wcather to paſſe ouer the Rbine.But the prince 
of Bauarie being certified of the deniall of paſ- 
ſage, preſently ſent Embaſſadours,who agreed 
vpon certaine articles for paſſage, Which a- 
greement being made, the Army paſſed tothe

In the meane ſpacea league was concluded 
berwixt the Emperor and Bethiem Gaber prince 
of 7ranſuluenta, vntill the fealt of Saint Aicbael, 
I 620, . 

About this time Trfenbach the Colonel of the 
Afr.41an torces comming with his army to 
Avolauberg, obtained the Towne without any 


great 
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gu [-bour, but ſixe hundred Dampirions de- 
ended moſt valiently the Caſtle, norwich- 
ſtanding at length when they had repelled the 
aſſailants at certainetimes,and had ſlaine about 
two hundred;and ſaw that 71tenbach endeauou- 
redto enter, by mounting againſt them thir- 
reene great Gunnes : they being deſtitute of 
powder andof other things, requeſted palce, 
and covenanted with bag and baggage to de- 
part, except they were relicued within three 


daies, Count Negro! with three others, being 


in the meane ſpace left in the Campe for pled- 
ges.. When therefore, for the bridge caſt 
downe in Danew, they could not receiue aide 
from Dampier; the time being expired, they 
yeelded vp the Caſtle, wherein belides much 
Wine and corne, there were found eight 
and thirty great pieces of Ordinance, and 
moueables belonging to Cardinall Drich- 
feein, anda great booty that hadbecn taken by 
Dampier, 

In the former yeare, a grieuous contention 
did ariſe betwixt two Noblemen of Buherra ;- 
namely, betwixt Henrie Slavat and Martenbere,, 
abour the deceaſed Baron of Smwrr/iſcen. For 
he dying without an Heire, being vrmarried, 
Teft rwo Sifters, and the one that marri«d to 
Slavat entred as ſole Heireſſe, but M artenbrrg 
entring the caſtle, freed the other ſiſter Jong 
detaincd in priſon,and maricd her,and entring 
vpon 
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vpon the poſſeſsion of the caſtle and fowne, 
bouid rh2 ſabiedts ro him with an oath. This 
vexed SHmat, and rhereforc he framed his acti- 
on aginſt him : who being called to Prague 
appeared there , and put inſecuritie. But the 
K. of B9h:miaſend Commilſſarics, who ſhould 
comprimiſe the caſe concerning thetown and 
the caſtle. | 

Bur it came to paſle whiles theſe Commiſ- 
ſarics were deciding the controuerlie for S/a- 
wat,and had commaunded the wife of Warten- 
b:r3 todepart from the towne and caltle , and 
toreſtore themro S/awit, ſhee being enflamed 
with furic animated the ſouldiers, which ſhee 
hadthereto defend the caſtle, Therefore one 


of them entred intothe chamber , wherein 


many barrels of Gun-powder were layed vp, 
and careleſly moouing a match neare to the 
powder, ſetthe ſame on fire, and blew vp the 
whole caſtle with all that wcre therein. Who 
wereall the Commiſlarics with their ſeruants 
and other attendants, about threeſcore, and 
allo the contending partics ; Namely Slawata, 
and the wife of Wartenberg, with the women, 
ſcruants and ſouldiers which they hed with 
them , beſides other hurt that it did in the 
roOwne, 

The King of Polemia in Febrnary came to 
Brinna , and was reccined by the States with

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altie fromthe States, and canfirmed all priui- 
ledgesvnto them, and ſo ſer forward into Sle- 
f14. Hee being ſcarce departcd, rhe Coſarces a- 
bour foure thouſand comming from: Pelend 
made inrodes into «Morevis: but not longtar- 
rying there, their iourney beeing continued 
nightand day , and guides being fent betore 
who had knowledge of the places, the bridges 
being alwayes ouerthrowne which they had 
paſſed, leſt any ſhould follow attheir backes. 
In thcir journcy they ranſacked many townes 
and villages, andjamongſt them Meſcrie,where- 
In at that very time a:marriage of a certatne 
Noble-man was celebrated, and .they tooke a 
great boorie and braue apparcll, which after-

Eight rhoutznd wref ide 
to followe after chem, therefore the - $>ef ng 
and CA/vrantans muſtered ſou!215rs to kinder 
them of paſſage;and ſending meitengersrathe 
Prince of oeaiiiums who recited ayde, 
and threatneda contrary inrodc of T urkes and 
Tarrars into Polar? if it againc ſhould endea- 
nourany thing againft his dominion, :or the 
dominion of his Tonfzder arcs, (although the 
King of Potandar.ſwered that heknewe nor of 
their comming ) aid furthermore ſent an em- 
baſſage vnto/iewne, that exccpt theſe Cofarces 
beeing called into the Prouince againſt the 
league were againedimifſed, hee would pre- 
ſently come with fixteene thouſand Hungari- 
ans and helpe the oppreſſed. | 

Actheſame time 8u:qwy going about to re- 
uenge the loſſethat hee had vor not long 
before by the Bohemians at Chitſe, with eight 
thouſand horſe and foote marched towards 
Langeloſe, i. 

There wer there nine anies in arr 
ſon vnder Count Mansfield; "on aw Count him- 
ſelfe was gone to Prague, When they came 
thether , - cerraine troupes being ſent. before, 
and the tefidue derained in ambufh;heedrewe 
the Manificldian; ourof theocowne ihtothe bm- 
"buſh. Therefore agreat fight being made, 7 we 

the 
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che tronpes of horſe being puttoflght, about 
nine hundred foote wereronted, but the reſi- 
duc eſcaped with the loſle of fiue enſignes,and 
alſo fourc hundred were flaine vpon the other 
fide. 

A few dayes after an aſſault being made vp- 
onthe troupe of Helach, they rorited three- 
ſcore. Likewiſe alſo the imperial! ſouldiers 
who were in garriſonat Las, fallying foorth 
ſleweabout two hundred of the Sallernian ſoul- 
diers : andithe Co/acces oppreſſed and ronted a 
troupe of Hollaghian horſe ina certaine village. 
Dampier vnderftanding of this ſucceſle, ioyned 
campe with Bcqn0vr,and determined to march 
the next way towards Pra»we, 8 Bucquoy cComan- 
ded,that cach one ſhould prouide himſclfe of 
powder and victualsfor the ſpace of fix dayes. 
Bur Chriftian Prince _Anhelt with the Buhe- 
mian and Morayian troupes being gathered 
together withour delay to Egenbay;, theofti- 
cers and ſouldiers that wandred vp and downe 
in Pragae,bcing commaunded within rhe ſpace 
ofrwenty foure hours toappearc inthe campe, 
vndcra great penaltic, BAY 7 

Inthe meane ſpace the Spaniards, whiom we 
fide aboue, vr.derthe gouernment of Baltha- 
far rohaue come to Crna, ardto Fudwits, 
-makmgan inrodetowirds Hagan and Progat.s 
s1dinightily moleſt the inhabicants with ſpoi-

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ting and fyring.and after thedcparture of 7uc- 
-+«y,0g4ine waſted the rowne that before had 
bcene repaired. 
Vpon the two:and twentith. of Februerythe 
ſouldiers in ercat abundance ſet forward from 
Buawitz,and commingto T hine, which is three 
miles diſtant from Thabor , and ſeated vpon 
M-!dawe,;cacſcd 1:r9 yeclde, andgaue l:aueto 
the: garriſon to depart, But ſeeing that the 
towne could not be held, they ranſacked and 
kefe it , and thence piſſed to Pelieſchin ar.d to 
”11t/zaue,returning at length with a great boo- 
tic vnto.their fellowes: which things cauſed a- 
eaincthat a muſtering was made,and that cue- 
ry twenticth perſon was commaundedto bce 
zcady at all times. 

Afeer that the King of Bohemia was depar- 
rcd from Morevia he came with great triumph 
to Yrat:/lane, where foure Canons, an Abbot, 
and a Prior of the Monaſteries appearing in 
the Courttookethe oath of allegiance, which 
likewife about noone was done by the citi- 
ZENS. | 

Allthings being proſperouſly done, when 
in the meane ſpace Embaſſadours were come 
fromthe King of Derwarkr tothe King of. 3- 
hemia , fome were appointcd by the Princes of 
Steſia for an embaſlage to bee ſent to Corflan- 
8iwople,and into Polana, inthename ofthe ay 
0 
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of Robermia,and of the incorporated Provinces; 
but the King haung viewed the city all abour, 
2rd the Cathedrall Church being ſaluted, al- 
ſo all privilcdges being cor firmed;ſetled him- 
ſclfc to take a tourney into-Leſatre : but newes 
being receiued of rhe endeauours of Eacquoy, 
he iudged it better to deferre that iourney vn- 
till another time,and returned to Pragee. 

The Catholickes apairte celebrated a /ut!y, 
the Pope ſa ordering andcommaundirg, that 
prayers ſhould be powred forth for the ſafety 

' of the Emperour, and for the preferuation of 
Catholicke Religion in the Empire. When 
this feaſt, or rather faſt to the Catholickes ws 
warned in the Church of Stphas at Vienna a- 
bout cight of the clocke in the morning vpon 
the three and twentiih of Febraary;thundrings 
andlightnings were ſcene alrogether in an'vi- 
vſuallfaſhion, not withour the great amaze- 
ment of all,

thermore he fought with the Imperia!s, and 
nora few on both ſides were flaine, vnrill ar 
leng 'hthey toyned in maine Bxccell, whercin 
Bu gy his forces were. ronted and put ro ex- 
eca:imn, alchough they were farre more in 
þÞMmavr. 

Itis reported that one of the Caſacces run- 
ning, lifced Damprer vpon an horſ?, and (6 
preſerued his life ; who afterwards retuning 
to Vienna, complained much of the improws- 
dent care of, Þurguoy, becauſe, hce. rcfuſed to 
fight,vntillthe Armics were come into ſtraire 
paſſages and narrow places, 

Bucquoy being fled, a great rich booty was 
intercepred, the Imperials reuolted , Bohemia, 
Moranuia, Sileſia, Lnſatia, and Auftria, yea, and 
Haungary, were confirmcd to the King of Bo- 
bemis, and in a word, all ſignes of future pro- 
ſperity profered themſclucs to him, bur the 
contrary to his enemics. 

Yea alittle after at Pragne a-Parliament was 
kept, wherein they propounded the cxample 
of the vaited Prouinces in the Low Coun- 
tries to be imitated by them, if ſo be that all 
Poperie ſhould endcauour to make their do- 
minions the appointed ficld for warre : andif 
they cannot like Africans, make the warres 
to aſcend ouer into the countrics of their c- 
nemics 
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emies. Amore ſafe, cafic, frugall, and ho- 
nourable warre.. Burt other arguments , and 
ſome more ſtrong are not too popularly to be 
expreſſed,

Whenafter this diſmall day to Bvrquoy, he 
was returned to Creames, the Coſacces began a- 
g2ine with moſt terrible fyring and ſpoyling 
ro ſharke into lower Av/tris :. and ſparing 
neither Proteſtants nor Papiſts, ptocured ſo 
great envy to themſelues amongſt all, in fo 
much that they were partly ſlaine by their 
owne ftllowe ſouldiers : namely, the Wal- 
lens, for. committing of ſacriledge, and part- 
ly were ſent priſoners to Creames.
